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The amendment filed 7/19/06 will not be entered because it contains new issues 
which require further consideration. The new issue is in claim 7, which appears to be 
reciting a different "fixing part" than the fixing part as recited in claim 1 . If so, there is no 
embodiment disclosed in the applicant's specification as originally filed that would 
support the amended claim 7 (part 21 in figure 2 and 33 in figure 5: no embodiment 
which uses parts 21 and 33). The use of the same name, "fixing part" to two distinctly 
different parts would also make the claim indefinite. 

Response to arguments: 

Regarding the finality of the action, applicant's argument that the use of the new 
reference, the Wolf reference, to overcome the limitations as originally recited in claim 3 
is not persuasive; applicant amended claim 1 by adding new limitations and also using 
cancelled claim 4, which, along with the amendment of claim 3, changed the scope of 
claim 3. 

Argument re the 103 rejection: applicant's arguments are not commensurate in 
scope with the rejection. The argument reads as if every reference used in the rejection 
should teach every limitation in the claim, which is not required to establish a prima 
facie case of obviousness. Moreover, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in 
any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
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references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Dimensional differences are not patentable according to the case law cited. 
Applicant has not shown any criticality of these dimensions nor any evidence for 
patentability. 

Arguments regarding the Schels reference having "pins" is not persuasive, as 
explained in the final rejection.
